Nkw Yobk, Ocloober il.— E. L. God- 
kio, in a eommonlearion printed in the 
EveniDR Poet to-day, refers to a pamphlet 
by Qoldwin Smith, entitled "Comicon- 
. waalth or Empire." Tben he ears : 

"I was particnlarly otrtick by what lie 
■aya of the growing alliancH between the 
Eogliah torieg and the American molti* 
milUonairoa, and the reealtiDg attempt 
to give a popular indorsement to the 
policy of a 'chocolate eclair' like McKin- 
ley, to nae Rooaevelt'a pbraaa. But I 
moat rtmiod Prof. Hmith that th«i 
growth of tha mnlti-millionaire class in 
America and its effect on society and 
politfee were foreahadojred more than 
sixty years n>;o by De To< (luevllla in hia 
'Democratic on Amerique.' 

**Thia tendency began tovbow itaelf at 
the end of the (^ivil war, in 18(V), by the 
formation of enc.h organizations as 'The 
Sons of thf Revolution,' 'The Society of 
ColoDifd Warr,' The Colonial Damee,' 
'The Danghters of the Revolution,' 'The 
Society of Maj flower Descendants,' '1 he 
United Order of Pilgrim Fathers,' 'The 
8t NIcholaa Society of N«w York,"The 
Holland Society of New York,' The 
Uagaenot Society of America.' 

"The Northern ppople, owing to the 
immense natural rescmrces < f ihe coun- 
try and the tremendous and inexpensive 
additiona made to the oopniation by im- 
iniffration from Europe, began to grow 
rich hand over hand. 

"The result of thia waa a great ioctraae 
of social intercourse between the wealthy 
classes of both' countriuo, and a romple e 
chanfie in English feeling toward Amer- 
ica. There was one bitter drop in the 
American cnp, however, and that was 
we had no coaling stations, no colonies, 
no aubject races; in short, that we were 
not a world powwr. 

*'In order to inaugnratr the new repub- 
lic • syndicate of rich men selected a 
eandidata for Preaident that would auit 
them, who had no convictions of his 
own, paid hia debts and got him ready 
for hia office, and wera aooceaafnl under 
the pretent-e of danger to the finances. 
He answered the purpoH" admirably. 

"He put his ear to the itroand, treated 
the Constitution as a dead Ivtter, annex- 
ed larite provinces On the other side of 
the globe, appointed a full line of vic^- 
roya and warriors of his own choosing, 
doctored their commnnicatione, treated 
snl/jt'ct ract'8 as vermin, and very soon 
Boon enabled our wealthy m^n to bold 
ap their heada as 'a world power* in Eng- 
land, and put an end to all nonesense 
about freedom and equal riKhts. If their 
movement should succeed in getting en- 
dorsement at the nf xt election, I believe 
it will be the most skillful conversion bf 
a republic into an empiro of thCmany 
that have taken plat e. 

"Every republic rnns its greatest risk 
not BO nuK h from (Hi-coDteated soldiers 
as from discontented multi-millionaires. 
That is exactly our present position.' Ail 
past re|>nbiics have been overthrown by 
rich men or nobles, and we havo plenty 
of Bona of the devolution ready for the 
job, and plenty of succeBBful soldier.s de- 
riding the Constitution unrebuked by the 
Ezeetitlveor by pablic opinion. To make 
Inatten worcetbe Qoiversities have large- 
ly followed the mollt-millionalres." '

BOOBEVELT IB lUTaOED. 

ChMigea HU CKinpMlgii ' flaas to 

done Ai O.M«ter Hiiy. 
JameBtown, N. Y.. Nov. 2.— Governor 
Roosevelt waa shown a newspaper In 
which waa- -published a rumor to the 

effect that he was on the verge of col- 
lapse from excessive work in the po- 
lltlcai campaign. The governor sai l 
his weight and general appearance 
were sulBcient denial of the report, 
adding that he was actually In the best 
of health. The governor wrote to New 
York city asking that he he rxcu^cd 
from apeaklng Saturday and that the 
Bchedtiled trip through . Long laland 
for Monday be rnnroHrd as he wlshe l 
to finish his speech making in hi.s 
home village of Oyster Bay, Mon lny 
night. The governor and party left 
here at 9 o'clock bound for Oswego, 
with mhny stops si lieduled on the way. 

The first stop was made at .tard. I'.ph. 
where the governor spoke brifily. At 
Olean the governor aald in part: "1 
am passing through a rart of the state 
which can always be dvprnlf'. nn 
roll in majorltip^ tor the c.in?e 

of decent citizenship. In thi.s cam- 
paign it'a the fundamental issue. We 
have a right to appeal to all men with- 
out regard to party affiliations In the 
past, to stand wit* us now becaust" 
thla is no mere party contest. This i^ 
a contest for the fundamental princi- 
ples of American life, for orderly lib- 
erty, for iirroii,' y, honor and that virile 
patriotism which seesln the flag a sym- 
bol ol national greatneaa and wishes 
to uphold it in the face of the nations 
of mankind." He also said: "The Kan- 
sas City platform and those who up- 
hold it stand for the forces of disor- 
der' and of national dishonesty and 
here in thla state for the forces of civic 
dishonesty as well, and when such Is 
the case we have the right to appeal 
for the support of every true Ameri- 
can." The governor also aald: "It Is 
perfectly true that no legialation, no 
administration can by Itself bring 
prosperity. Th'- wisest law.s briiiv; 
prosperity if the hand of the Lord is 
laid upon us. If there comes drought 
or flood or fire or ppstilenre, no inw 
will save us from disaster and there 
are some i,('0|;le whom nothing liiii 
make prosperous. All that laws cud 
do Is this: They can be so shaped, 
framed r.ml adriiinistered as to f;''^" 
the average man that has a i haiice to 
use right his own skill, thril't. (■onra.;e 
That la all. and that has been don»^." 

The governor addressed a large au- 
dience from a stand In the princlpnl 
square of Olean. A number of small 
boya tootC'l tin horns s > noisily that 
the governor waa compelled once or 
twice to aak them to desist. 

The next st-tp was at Cuba, and th 
fourth at Kriendship. the governor 
speaking briefly at both ptaeea. 

Re|iuhlieiin WariiliiK. 
New York. Nov. 2.— The Republican 
statement to voters in reply to Rich- 
ard Croker'a warnfng against election 
fraJds. It Is aa follows: "Not- 
withstanding the atiuoiincement of 
this Uemocnitlc policy of terrorizing 
voters and burglariling ballot box<'.s, 
the Republican national committee de 
sires to statt! to the public that the 
Repiibli<an managers, national, state 
and local, have taken measures to in- 
sure the protection of the rights of 
evciy voter in the pending election, 
hand that the votes shall be properly 
counted and recorded as ca;it. Tiie 
committee therefore admonishes mI! 
votera that they must not be deterred 
by threats of the Democratic leaders 
from ekerclslng the rights of suffrage 
on Tuesday next; for <'v>My litixen is 
entitled by law to protection in thia, 
his highest privilege, and we shall see 
to it that his vote shall tilao be pro- 
tected at all ■ hazards." ' 

Hearst OfTiirs Reward. 

New York, Nov. 2.— W. R. Hearst, 
president of the National Association 

of iJomoc'ratic i !iil)b ha.s issued a state 
ment to the 2,&00,OUU members of those 
organliationa'ln which he offers fl.OUU 
reward for the airest and conviction 
of persons guilty of altering election 
returns and $5,000 reward for the lust 
person telegraphing him luformaliou 
of thia hwmotw which may lead to 
such a conviction. In part the state- 
ment says: "Every organization In 
sympathy with the Dtmonatlf caiisr 
must at once pick reliable voiuuteeis 
to fight fraud and intlmldatiOB kt the 
poll!^. No polling place in the coun- 
try should fee left without Intelligent 
and courageous < itizi ns preparwl to 
resist every form of political cheating, 
overt or covert. In every precinct the 
volunteers should see to it that no 
unqualified voter Is allowed to cast a 
vote and that the returns tally exactly 
with the whole number of votes cast."

New York. .Nov. 2.— William L. 
String, the lust mayor of the oiu city 
of New York died suddenly at 3 a. m. 
at his residence In this cityi The ill- 
ness of .Mr. Strong ha 1 been !;e[)l froi;i 
his p.-litical Criends. It was known 
among his business asso.iates lu 
the wholesalo dry goods district, 
but no one suspected that his condi- 
tion was alarming. Mr. Strong had 
not been at his phuc of business for 
several days. .Mr. Strong took an ac- 
tive part in politics and It Is said his 
political labors combined with hia at- 
tempts to retain supervision over his 
business affalra in t^? face of impaired 
health brought about the illness that 
resulted In his death. 

William L. Strong w.ns bom In Ohio 
in 1S27, aiiil came to New York from 
Maublield, O., when a young man. He 
found employment witb different firms 
until Jan, 1, 1870, when he organized 
the firm of William L. Strong & Co. 
Tl'.e firm i;r('w to be one of the |)rom 
inent business houses in the city. He 
also interested himself In banking 
matters and was president of- the Cen- 
tral mitinnal bank. 

Mr Sli oi'.i; w .is one <.f the leaders 
of the reform movement in this city 
and was elected mayor on the Repuh- 
lican-Citiz< ns' union tleket in 1894. Ha 
was the la.st mayor of the old city of 
New Yoik before <'on.-oli(lation with 
Brooklyn and the other boroughs com- 
posing the present city of New York. 

At the time fif his d-,ith Mr. Strong 
was a menil; r of a ri'imber ot socie- 
ties, including tin- Ohio society, .\mer- 
Ican Flue Arts society, American Mu- 
seum of Natural History, Metropolitan 
Museum nsso<'iatioa and American 
Geographiral soci.-ty.

valorem; and third, the establishment 
of a minister of foreign affalra In 
place of the old and cumbersome sys- 
tem of the Tsung-Ll-Yamen.
